REPORT 


OF THE 


Superintending School Committee, 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING MARCH 1, 1831. 


To tHe Crrizens oF Rye: 

It is very gratifying to your committe in presenting their 
annual report, to congratulate you on the apparent success 
and prosperity of your schools and the eviedent harmony, 
concord and good feeling existing between parents, schools 
and teachers. No complaint has been entered against any 
teacher or pupil, and the suggestions and recommendations 
of your committee have been kindly received, and prompt- 
ly and faithfully complied with; and, although our schools 
are not above criticism, yet, we believe under the circum- 
stances they have answered your reasonable expectations. 

Our system of common schools established by our fore- 
fathers is regarded as one of the noblest institutions ‘in the 
history of the world. To secure to every youth in the 
community, the blessings of a sound, intellectual and mor- 
al education, should be considered an object of the greatest 
importance by every true citizen and patriot. A high de- 
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gree of prosperity cannot be maintained in any community 
where the common. school system is not enjoyed. 

It is the influence of our common schools that makes 
New England character honored and respected throughout 
our country and the world. 

The common schools are intimately connected with the 
highest. interests of every community; their power in 
moulding the young is beyond estimation—they give pow- 
er and. shape to the individual character, and character to 
the community—they act too directly and powerfully on 
the many minds and hearts and interests, to be neglected. 

Good schools kindle a desire for useful knowledge, disci- 
pline and strengthen the mind for future usefulness, and 
give strength to those virtues, so necessary to the well-be- 
ing of society. A good school is a source of intellectual 
and moral strength, while a poor school may be the soil 
from which evil habits growandripen. Let us then elevate’ 
the standard of our schools, and make them more worthy 
of our liberal support. Let us seleet those teachers whose 
character we wish our children to imitate, for our teachers 
will impress their own character on the minds and hearts of 
their schools. 

Our thanks are due the Prudential committee for their 
success in procuring able and faithful teachers. 

Our thanks to the citizens of the town, for their kind in- 
terest in, and generous support of our common schools; 
maintaining them for more than thirty weeks in the year. 

Five of our teachers Miss Elzada M. Goss of the West 
school, Miss Sarah A. Goss of the Center, Miss Ella M 
Dorr of the South, Mr. Nathan R. Goss of the Center, 
and Mr. Valentine M. Coleman of the East school have 
previously taught in town, some of them many. terms and 
having been before reported to you, need no extended re- 
port from us. They are experienced teachers; and we be- 
lieve they have fully maintained the good reputation al- 
ready gained. — 

The East school in summer was taught by Miss Vesta A. 
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Beane, we found her school in good condition, and think 
her scholars made commendable improvement in their 
studies. 

Miss Amanda A. Brown, teacher of the West school in 
winter is a teacher of experience, having taught many 
terms. Her school was under good discipline, quiet and 
orderly, the improvement, we think was good, especiaily 
among the younger scholars. 

The winter term of the South school, still unfinished, has 
shown marked improvement under the instruction of Mr. 
John L. Rand. His school has been well governed and 
thoroughly interested, a fact which speaks highly for his: 
earnest efforts. 

The tabular statistics appended, must necessarily be in- 
complete, as some of the schools have not yet finished, and 
the winter term of the Center school—although commenc- 
ing under favorable auspices was abruptly closed by the 
prevailing sickness of its pupils.
